The very fine collection of over eleven hundred dissociated jaws 
or portions of jaws in the Queensland Museum has been studied 
in the light of a knowledge of the nature and range of the 
variations, individual and specific, presented by the skulls of 479 
individuals referable to sixteen existing species. The following 
species are described as new :—VPalorchestes parvus, Sthenurus 
pales, S. oreas, Halinaturus vinceus, Hl. thor, H. dryas, H. odin, 
H. indra, H. siva, H. vishnu, Macropus magister, M. pan, and M. 
Jaunus. ;
